trom '70 fco '80; director of Aurora 
Insurance Co., Cincinnati, for many 
^eurs; trustee of the German M. E. 
uhurcli and superintendent of Its Sun- 
day school for many years, having 
lived in Portsmouth since coming 
here, except one y«ar in Colorado 
wi,th his eldest son. While in Cincin- 
nati in the fifties he slipped on the 
icy pavement, sustaining 
injuries 


which produced lameness, and there- 
fore was not eligible to army service, 
but sent ;s substitute. 
During the 


war he titted out the Ninety-first 
&. V. 1., besides other companies, 
but through some error was never 
paid by the 
government. A Re- 


publican, he was not a partisan, and 
was not active in politics, preferring 
So let others save the country while 
he titted out the home people with 
good clothing, being a complete mas- 
ter of bis art and a lover of his pro- 
fession. 


Jlis wife, Anna Shafer, was born in 


Schwcinthal. Bairn, Germany, Sep- 
tember -Hh, 1828, and came fco the 
'United States with her parents in 
'41. 
Her parents lived near Wait's 


Station and died in '78. One brother 
survives. 
Mrs. Lorberg joined the 


German M. K. church in '-57 and was 
a consistent member and regular at- 
tendant, except during the last rive 
years, owing to illness.

seven children and left them in a 
penniless condition. 


Tbn suit alluded to in the begin 


ning was brought by Mrs. Jane liaw- 
lins, wife of Charles Eawlins, against 
.Caroline 
Wamser, 
of Washington 


township, Lawrence county, and is 
for S10.000 damages. 


The plaintiff alleges that on or 


about the 27th of January, 1897, the 
defendant, while operating a saloon 
in Washington township, Lawrence 
county, sold the plaintiff's husband 
liquor, by reason of drinking which 
he became intoxicated and fell by the 
roadside, being frozen BO badly that 
amputation 
uf both feet and one 


band was necessary. The case was 
heard at the last term of court, the 
plaintiff 
being given a verdict for 


$6.000 damages. 


A new trial was granted and the 


case is now up for second hearing.
